CONCLUSIONS 

!u It is concluded thati 

a. Psychological Warfare is an important factor in the 
achievement of national aims and military objectives. 

b. The State Department has the primary responsibility 
for national policy determination in psychological warfare. 

c. The Army and the Navy have a direct interest in psycho- 
logical warfare policy determination) which affects the military 
security of the United States. 

d. CIO has an interest in the intelligence and other aspects 
of Psychological Warfare. 

e. There is need for a permanent sub-conmittee of SWNCC to 
serve as a planning body to study continuously the problems of 
psychological warfare, and to recommend the measures required to 
achieve coordinated direction of psychological warfare in time 
of war. 

f . This Sub-Committee should be limited in its functions 
to study, and planning the structure and the functions of a 
Psychological Warfare organization which should become opera- 
tive in time of war or earlier as directed by the President. 

g. ATT appropriate agencies of the government should be re 
quired to assist in implementation of approved psychological 
warfare plans. 

h. The implementation of psychological warfare plans and 
directives in a military theater of operations, is the active 
responsibility of the Theater Commander concerned.

c. Transmit this report to the Secretaries of State, War and 
Navy, the JCS, the Director of Central Intelligence, and members 
of the committee only , for guidance and appropriate measures of 
implementation.

1. The Psychological Warfare Sub-Committee is hereby established 
as a permanent agency of the State-War— Navy Coordinating Committee (SWNCC) , 

charged with preparation of policies, plans, and studies for immediate em-

ployment of national ^psychological warfare in ti me of war (or earlier, as 
directed by the President).

U. Alternates with plenary powers shall be designa^d to act for each 
member in absentia.

FUNCTIONS 

6. The Central Psychological Warfare Committee shall be responsible 
for the: 

a. Preparation of national plans and implementing directives re- 
lating to the employment of psychological warfare in time of war (or 
earlier, as directed by the President), and for transmission of sub- 
ject plans to SWNCC for approval by SWNCC, the National Intelligence 
Authority (NIA), and the Joint Chiefs of Staff (JCS).

8, Each member of the is authorized to request the presence 
at committee meetings of authoritative consultants from the policy and 
functional offices of his department or agency, 

9* If unable to reach agreement on policies, plans and directives, 
the &WG shall report promptly to SWNCC for decision. 
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
